Interesting Discovery is Made at Fort

A crude copper hook, beaten by 
hand_out-df-native-copper and-possibly: 
or prehistoric origin, was unearthed 
by city workmen in a -sewer-at- Fort 
William, about twenty foot below the 
earth’s surface.

in diameter. Its sides are flat—beat- 
en four square and shows the imprint 
ofa small flat-faced hammer, and 
though slender, ihis copper hook is so.

It.is the opinion of 
some that it was an instrument utiliz- 
ed for fishing in some bygone days, 
but the hook is strong enough to easily 
bear the weight of. man.

The‘only 
German prince. who approved of the 
principle o? a princely contribution to 
military expenses was the prince re- 
gent of Bavaria, the poorest ruler in 
Germany, and probably in Europe. 
‘ The king of Wuertemberg, a near

$2,500,000, while the grand duke of 
Saxe-Weimar is reputed to possess 
$15,000,090, the grand fiuke of Hesse’ 
} $1,250,000, and-the-duke~ of Coburg: 
Gotha $1,500,000. 

Herr Rudolf Martin, to whose book 
I am indebted for all this information, 
believes that the grand total of the 
wealth of Cermany’s rulers and their 
families reached the figure of $150,000,- 
000 and should the proposed tax on 
wealth be extended: to princes, the 
German exchequer would reap some 
$1,500,000 a year on these fortunes. 

But the collection of these taxes 
would_be subject to great and also 
delicate, difficulties § For instance, 
let us take the case of the king of 
Saxony. His palace in Dresden be- 
longs to .¢ state, but all the art treas- 
ures ft contains are the -king’s-proper- 
ty, and it is extremely"foubtful wheth- 
er his majesty would allow his ‘art 
tredgures to be taxed as wealth, as

First Article—Soil Conservation 


My W. J. SPILLMAN, Agricuiturist in 
Charge of Farm Management, De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


OW. to restore and maintain 
the productivity of the soil is 
the most important phase of 
the conservation problem. In 

y of our older communities sofl 
lity ‘has been reduced below the 
t of profitable production. Nation 
effort at the present time,

@iity in these localities. In the older 
gountries of Kurope, where farming 
Sas been followed for many centuries; 
<< Mie problem. of satisfactory yielts of 
farm crops has been solved. The ag- 
- Mfeviture of Germany is similar to that 
ef the United States, but the yield per 
@ere of wheat_{n Germany is more 
@ian twice that in the United States, 
fe yield of rye nearly twice as large, 
yield of barley nearly a third lar- 
@er atid the yield of oats more than 
@me-third larger. 

The proportionate area of cereals 
grown in Germany is about one-fifth 
fees than in the United States, while 
@e proportionate area of hay and for- 
age crops Is one-half greater.“In addi- 
@on to that, the percentage of the total 
Grea which is plated te root crops its 
@mormously greater in Germany than 
fm the United States. These root crops 
eensist largely of potatoes and sugar 
Beets, and the best German anthori- 
' @es estimate that at least one-third of 
@e products of the area’of these two 
@rops is available for r stock feed. They 
also estimate that’ one-third of the 
products of the area devoted to cereals 
& devoted to the feeding of domestic 
gaimals. Germany therefore devotes 
wery much more of her soil to the pro- 
@uction of feed for Hve stock than 
_Mees the United States.

In addition to increasing the number 
ef domestic animals on American farms 
“eur farmérs must pay more attention. 
to leguminous crops and to other crops 
which provide a supply of humus for 
the soil. Legumes, sucb as clover, 
peas, alfalfa, etc., are especially im- 

rtant because of the fact that with 

e ald of certain soil bacteria they are 
able to draw their supply of nitrogen 
from the alr. Having thus an unlimit- 
ed supply of this valoable plant food 
fonstituent, they become very rich ia 
@itrogen. The stubble and roots of e 


yield of corn grown. after alfalfa, com- 
pared with corn grown after monlegu- 
minous crops, is 7 per cent. A good 
crop of clover has a aimilar effect on 
the yleld of crops which follow it. In- 
stances are known where the practice 
of sowing bur clover in cotton fields in 
the fall of the year and turning it un- 
der in spring in time for another crop 
of. cotton has in three years doubled 


the yleld of cotton. Crimson clover ° 


sown in a similar manner between 
crops of corn has in a few years tn- 
creased the yield of corn .60 per cent 
or more. 

“The reason these leguminous crops 
have such a marked effect on fertility 
in many cases on depleted soils lies in 
the fact that nitrogen is not a con- 
stituent ofthe soll proper, but only of 
the decaying plant and animal matter 
in the soil. When solls are farmed for 
many years without any attention to 
their fertility this organic. matter is 


rotted out and the nitrogen disappears. - 


Hence nitrogen is nearly always: the 
first plant food constituent to become 
deficient in the soil. 


The-fact-has- already been eoterred: 


to that we export a large proportion 
of our cottonseed meal, oflmeal and 
other rich nitrogenous feeding stuffs. 
These materials ere all exceedingly 
rich in nitrogen. They should be kept 
at home, fed to live stock and the 
manure returned to.the land. 


Dependence on Our Own Resources. 

There is this difference between our 
situation and that of the older coun- 
tries of Europe: Hitherto we have been 
exporters of our feedstuffs rich in_fer- 
tilizer constituents, while they have 
been importers. They have been draw- 
ing on the newly settled regions of the 
world for materials with which to feed 
their crops. The American farmer will | 
be making a long step forward when 
he quits exporting these materials and 
returns them to his own soil. What- 
ever shortages there may be must be_ 
made up by the intelligent use of com: 
mercial fertilizers. There ts no danger 
of a nitrogen famine. We can grow 
leguminous crops to supply nitrogen. 
We can also, by judicious use of the 
refuse from grain and other crops and 
by the use of intelligently planned crop 
rotations with occasional eatch crops 
for green manure, keep up an abun- 
dant supply of humus. Even if we had 
no other resources for maintaining the 
fertility of the soil than leguminous 
plants and humus making crops we 
could on much of the land in this coun- 
try maintain a much higher standard 
of yields than obtains at the present 
time. 


Examples of Successful Farming. 
In New York state there are-targe- 


| areas of land which formerly produc- 


ed satisfactory crops, but which in re- 
cent years have been reduced in fertili- 
ty to the point where their cultivation 
is no longer profitable by the methods 
in vogue in that section. A few years 
ago a representative of the department 


of agriculture induced a farmer in that 


section to grow four acres of potatoes 
under his direction. This farmer had 
been growing potatoes for many years, 
using seed which had been grown for 
sixty years in that locality without se- 
lection to maintain its quality. His or- 
dinary yields of potatoes were about 
forty bushels per acre. He was induc- 
ed to secure new and improved seed 
and to cultivate in the most thorough 
manner. As a result these four acres 
produced a yield of 250 bushels of po- 
tatoes per acre. Similar results have 
since been secured by a number of oth- 
er farmers in the same locality. - 

An Illinois farmer a good many years 
ago established on hig farm a rotation 
of corn, corn, oats, clover. The corn 
and oats were fed to hogs, which were 
allowed to graze on the clover. Very 
little feed was purchased, but every- 
thing raised on the farm was converted 
fnto manure and returned to the land. 
At. the beginning of this system of 
farming the yield of corn was about 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. ‘Len 
years later it had risen to eighty bush- 
els per acre, the average yield for four 
consecutive years being 80.4 mentors 
per acre. 

A Missouri farm which had’ been de- 
voted to corn and wheat for seventy 
years and on which the yields of wheat 
were about elght bushels per acre and 
corn about twenty-five bushels was 
subjected to a system of farming simi- 
lar to that just described for an IIIi- 
nols farm. In six years the yields of 
this farm were more than doubled. In 
work of this character the following 
points are emphasized: 

Deep fall preparation of the soil 

Planting of well selected seed. 

Mainly shallow and frequent cultiva- 
tion of the crop during the growing | 
season and especially after a rain. 

The judicious use of cammercia! fer- 
tilizers and the increased use of hoine 


produced fertilizers and the growing 


of leguminous crops.

FREAKS OF NATURE 


A Tree That Throws Somérsaults and a 
Waterfall Reversed. . 

A tree gone mad and a waterfall that 
falls up instead of down are among 
the strange things to be seen in Ha- 
waii, as described by John Burroughs 
in the Century Magazine: 

“Nature in the tropics, left to en 
self, is harsh, aggressive, savage; 
looks as though she wanted to hang 
you with her dangling ropes or impale 
you on her thorns or engulf you in her 
ranks of gigantic ferns. Her mood is 
never as placid and sane as in the 
north. There is a tree in the Hawaiian 
woods that suggests a tree gone mad. 
It is called the hau tree. It lies down, 
squirms and wriggles all-over the 
ground like a wounded snake. It gets 
up and then'takes to earth again. Now 
it wants to be a vine; now it wants to 
be a tree. It throws somersaults, it 
makes itself into loops and rings, it 
rolls, it reaches, it doubles upon itself. 
Altogether it fs the craziest. vegetable 
growth I ever saw. 

“It was near Pali that I saw what 1 
had never segn or heard of before—a 
waterfall reversed, going up instead of 
down. It suggested Stockton’s story 
of negative gravity. A small brook 
comes down off the mountain and at: 
tempts to make the leap down a high 
precipice, but the winds catch it and 
carry it straigbt up in the air like 
smolee It is translated; it becomes a 
mere wraith hovering above the bee 
tling crag.

To produce strong, healthy litters 10 

is -not-only-necessary-that-the sows-be- 


fed. correctly upon feeds that furnish 


sufficient muscle, bone and energy mak- 
ing materials, but that they be handled 
| wisely during the period of gestation. 

The mother-sow needs food for three 
‘ fmportant purposes—first, for her own 
maintenance; second, for growth on 
her own body and, third, for the nour- 
ishment of the fetal pigs. Corn lacks 
muscle and bone formers and in addi- 
tion {s too concentrated—not bulky 
enough for breeding swine. Tankage, 
meat meal, , linseed oil meal, skimmilk, 
buttermilk,’ bran, oats, middlings, 
shorts, soy beans, clover and alfalfa 
are the logical supplements to corn in 
the middle west. At the lowa station 
we have found that most excellent ra- 
tions for gilts carrying litters are: 

First.—Corn, 88 to 90 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage containing 60 per cent * 
protein, 10 or 12 per cent 

Second.—Corn, 75 per cent; finely cut 
clover or alfalfa, 25 per cent. 

Third.—Corn, 80 per cent; oats, chop- 
ped clover or alfalfa, 10 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage, 10 per cent. 

For old sows the proportion of meat 
meal or tankage can be cut down prac 
| tically one-third to two-fifths and stil) 
| get excellent results. ©
